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Wistaria Vine reigns as ‘Wonder of World’; Open Mar. 25 


Sierra Madre’s famed Wistaria Vine many years 
ago was named as one of the “Seven Horticul¬ 
tural Wonders of the World.” 

The other six included California’s redwood 
forest in Sequoia National Park, Brazil’s tropical 
jungle in the Amazon Valley, Mexico’s Xochimilco 
floating gardens, India’s gardens of the Taj Mahal, 
Japan’s Yokaham rock gardens and England’s gar¬ 
dens of Buckingham Palace. 

One listing dropped the Taj Mahal and sub¬ 
stituted Shalimar gardens of Kashmire; another 
scratched the Yokahama rock gardens and listed, in¬ 
stead, Japan’s flowering cherry trees. 

None, however, left out Sierra Madre’s Wistaria. 

The world renowned vine is still listed in the 
1990 “Guinness Book of World Records” as the 
world’s largest blossoming plant. Guinness notes its 
500-foot branches, covering almost an acre of land, 
and an estimated million and a half blossoms, 
produced annually. 

It also lists its weight at 252 tons, and its 
blossoms were once estimated at 40 to the square 
foot. “Experts” were said to have measured its rate 
of growth during the growing season. Their findings 
ranged from one measurement of 26 inches in 48 


hours to another which measured 24 inches in 
24 hours, or an inch an hour. 

Apparently the “experts” measured at different 
“growth periods,” but the rate, in any case, 
is astounding. Owners claimed they could “hear it 
grow.” 

According to Sierra Madre Historical Society 
archives, visitors from around the globe flocked to 
the elaborate Wistaria Fetes in the 1920, ’30s, ’40s 
and into the ’50s. Attendance in 1918 for the first 
public festival was 12,000, and built to an annual 
pilgrimage of some 30,000 with one six-week fete 
in the ’30s said to have brought over 100,000 
devotees to view its splendor. 

Various accounts list its date of original plant¬ 
ing as 1892, ’93 and ’94, but a letter from a daugh¬ 
ter of the original planters, William and Alice Brug- 
man, states, “My mother and father planted the 
Wistaria Vine in 1894. The plant was bought at 
the old Wilson Nursery in Monrovia, a gallon can 
for $.75. Signed Emily Brugman Childs.” 

The city of Sierra Madre has proclaimed 1994 
as the Centennial Year of the Wistaria and plans 
are already underway for another Wistaria Fete 
reminiscent of the gala celebrations of yesteryear 


when extra red cars had to be secured to handle the 
throngs journeying from Los Angeles. 

The owners, Maria and Joe Feeney, and Nell 
and Bob Solt, have agreed to open the vine pro¬ 
perty for a week, instead of the current single after¬ 
noon, to mark the hundredth birthday of the grand 
old lady. 

Botanists list the plant as a wisteria, with an 
“e,” but it was named in 181 for Henry 
Wistar of the University of Pennyslvania in honor 
of his contributions to science. Someone at the time 
apparently misspelled it, but one of Sierra Madre’s 
early intellectuals apparently knew better and, in 
Sierra Madre, it has always been spelled — correctly — 
with an “a.” Because of the vine’s fame, it is also 
capitalized; The Wistaria Vine. 

The vine, of the Chinese lavendar variety, has 
had both affectionate nicknames and flowery titles 
over the years, including the “Glorified Bean,” 
“Jack’s Beanstalk,” “Queen of the San Gabriel,” 
the “Lavendar Lady,” and “Sierra Madre’s Trea¬ 
sure.” 

The bean nicknames probably refer to its seed, 
which resembles a hard, shiney flat black bean. 
It is, however, a member of the pea family. 


The seed is said to have been brought to Europe 
by Marco Polo in the 13th Century as one of his. 
prized treasures from the Orient. Wistaria vines have 
graced Chinese royal palace pergolas and temples 
for thousands of years and several visitors from 
China have claimed that vines there have been known 
to live as long as 250 years. 

The strength and tenacity of the gargantuan 
plant earned it another nickname: “The Monster.” 

When H. T. Fennell (spelled Fennel in some ar¬ 
chive accounts) bought the house in 1913, he 
admired the vine which already was growing pro¬ 
digiously. He built extra arbors to support it and 
vowed that one day it would cover the whole 
house. 

It did. It grew into windows and doors, 
crept onto the roof and encircled the whole home. 
Less than 20 years later, it had encompassed the 
entire structure, as evidenced by several photos 
showing only the chimney poking up forlornly 
from the second story admidst a sea of lavendar 
blossoms. 

It collapsed the roof and the house was torn 
down in 1931. The arbors were retained and part of

Amidst the electric environment of big cameras, 
bright lights and a packed audience, the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission tackled the controversial pub¬ 
lic hearing over a requested conditional use permit 
by the Healing Light Center Church to occupy space 
at 55 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., the old city hall, at 
its Thursday, Mar. 15 meeting. After heated debate, 
the application was continued. Television coverage 
for the evening was conducted by a television 
communication class from PCC. 

Don Murphy, owner of the building and appli¬ 
cant in the matter, was the first to step to the podium 
as the public hearing was opened. The meeting was 
restricted to “supplementary information only” since 
the initial hearing of the matter, before this current 
appeal, was at the January commission meeting. 

“There has been talk about the impact to 
Windsor Lane and adjoining areas,” Murphy said. 
“Access to this office space is on the west and 


south. Windsor Lane is inconvenient to use,” he 
stated. “As for parking, we have enough to meet the 
code requirements on all days but Christmas and 
Easter, with some to spare. How can you allow for 
others to receive the C.U.P. by following the code 
and then turn around and deny us? I also don’t 
see any conflict with the General Plan or the tax 
base. This has always been either the city hall or 
office space. Both are non-retail.” 

Commissioner Stan Hutchinson replied that 
“the General Plan, however, prefers retail (in this 
area). You should know that more than anyone.” 

Murphy went on, explaining that “there has 


never been a retail use there. This is not a retail space. 
Not one retailer has inquired about it in the 18 
months it has been vacant. It has not commercial 
frontage. It is in the back. There are churches on 
the boulevard right now that have the real retail 
space. They should be the ones you target. Look at 
the history of the building. It has been used as a city 
hall, police deparment, fire department, meeting hall.” 

Murphy also reminded that very few businesses 

in town had any parking at all, and all their 

employees and customers had to park on the street 

or in parking lots. “How can you penalize us 

when we have parking?” ^ ^ _

Ambrose Zaro, who was kwown as “The Moun¬ 
tain Man,” died Friday at his home in Maywood. 
Funeral services were Wednesday, Mar. 21, 10 a.m. 
at Our Lady of Perpetual Help Church at 10727 
Downey Ave. in Downey. Interment was set for 
family members only at Calvary Cemetery in East 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. Zaro would have been 91 on Sept. 22 this 

year. 

The “keeper of Mount Wilson Trail” was 
born Sept. 22, 1900 and first climbed the trail in 
1918. He would take the red car from Bell to Sierra 
Madre, run up and down the trail as part of his 
boxer’s training. It was then that he noticed that 
the trail could use some maintenance. 

Hugh Campbell, a close friend of Zaro, said 
“Thanks to Ambrose, the Mt. Wilson Trail has been 
the best-kept trail in California. Dozens of eager 
mountain hikers would stop and chat with him, 
asking about the trail and its history. On those 
days he would accomplish little work but the friend¬ 
ships he made have endured.” 

Campbell continued, “He was a very simple, 
unassuming man who shied away from publicity. 
He did what he did for the satisfaction he saw on 
the hikers’ faces. That was his supreme reward.” 

Campbell also remembered that in 1976 when 
Kenyon DeVore told him about a little man who, 
in the ’20s, came to the canyon with stoves on 


pack mules. “DeVore watched this little guy put 
the stoves together and fire them up to see if every¬ 
thing was all right. 1 told Kenyon that Ambrose 
Zaro was the little guy,” Campbell noted. 

Mr. Zaro spent two days cleaning up the trail, 
maintaining the 7‘/2-mile extension from the northern 
edge of the 820-foot high Sierra Madre to 5710- 
foot high Mt. Wilson. He cleared away boulders, 
brush, falling trees, repaired damage from mud and 
rock slides. He built paths and created what the trail 
is today. He kept up the work until his death, 
when he had already begun grooming others to con¬ 
tinue with maintenance of the trail. 

Mr. Zaro worked in Huntington Park for a 
sheet metal company, and during the Depression 
he worked for several oil companies. 

In 1941, he was working on underground 
gasoline tanks when the Japanese bombed Pearl 
Harbor. Later he worked at the Persian Gulf for 
two years then went on to Australia, India, Egypt, 
Italy and Venezuela. He became a security guard 
in South Gate and on weekends spent time on the 
trail. 

Mr. Zaro’s wife, Zola, preceded him in death in 
1985. 

Those who wish to remember “The Mountain 
Main” should consider a donation to Mt. Wilson 
Trail maintenance, city of Sierra Madre.

Concerned about 
granting C.U.P. 
to church 

As the owner of retail 
business property lo¬ 
cated with 300 feet of the 
location of the proposed 
“Healing Light Center” 
at 55 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., Sierra Madre, 
I wish to protest the 
awarding of a Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit 
(C.U.P.) to the “Healing 
Light Center” for its 
headquarters to be 
located in the center of 
downtown Sierra Madre. 

My primary objection 
to this C.U.P is the 
deleterious effect it 
would have on the 
street parking on the 
south side of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. from Bald¬ 
win to Auburn, North 
Baldwin and Kersting 
Court. This is the 
only convenient street 
parking now available 
for shoppers in our busi¬ 
ness section. If the C.U.P. 
is awarded, the probable 
use of street parking in 
these areas by the 
Healing Light Center 
employees, members, 
students and coun¬ 
selors and others, would 
severely cut the number 
of limited parking 
spaces now available to 
patrons of the business 
and service estab¬ 
lishments in the 


area. If street parking 
places are curtailed and 
shoppers cannot find 
convenient parking, all 
retail and service types 
of business will suffer. 
Before long you will 
find one business closing, 
then another, and so on, 
and instead of a retail 
business section, there 
will be empty stores or 
another church, or offices. 
I have five successful 
retail establish¬ 
ments, and they are a 
credit to the business sec¬ 
tion and also to the city, 
and they need the street 
parking places to survive 
and grow. 

The City Council and 
Planning Commission 
must realize that they 
have a certain loyalty 
and responsibility to 
the already established 
retail and other busi¬ 


nesses. These retail mer¬ 
chants, most of whom 
have been in business 
in Sierra Madre for sev¬ 
eral years, depend on 
having convenient street 
parking available for 
customers to the proxi¬ 
mity of where they are 
going to shop.

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Two sources of project funding for revitali¬ 
zation projects remain to be discussed. Actually, 
there are numerous other “possibilities,” but 
none appear realistically available in the fore¬ 
seeable future. One is in the public sector, one 
in the private. 

Community Development Block Grants 
(CBDG) are made available to local agencies 
by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). Sixty percent of a city’s 
allocation must be used for low and moderate 
income housing programs. The remaining funds 
may be used at the city’s discretion with program 
guidelines. 

At present. Sierra Madre has accumulated 
over a three-year period approximately $55,000 
in CDBG funding. The City Council has reg- 
ulary discussed use of these funds in some sort 
of program related to the 50-plus unreinforced 
masonry (URM) buildings existing downtown. 
Fund application processing is underway. 

The private sector funding possibility has 
been discussed briefly in a previous column. 
They go by many names: Private Development 
Corporation, Local Development Corporation, 
Economic Development Council or a variety of 
other names. The basic concept is creation of 
a not-for-profit (a for profit corporation is 
sometimes created) corporation in which invest¬ 


ment shares are sold. Local business and pro¬ 
perty owners, financial institutions, residents 
and owners buy into the development corpora¬ 
tion providing working capital. 

Especially in smaller towns, these develop¬ 
ment corporations are usually closely tied to the 
local Chamber of Commerce or other existing 
not-for-profit organizations involved in com¬ 
munity development activity. Often, their boards 
of directors have interlocking directors. This 
maintains accountability, more ettectively uses 
available funds and community leadership. 

This vehicle is often attractive to foun¬ 
dations, family charitable trusts and a variety 
of charitable foundations in the business of 
distributing funds to bolster community devel¬ 
opment projects. Tax advantages are one moti¬ 
vation. Thousands of charitable foundations 
exist throughout the State of California and 
U.S. Many have grant criteria including com¬ 
munity or economic development related 
programs. Foundation grants are not easy to 
obtain and the competition for their dollars 
is fierce. However, millions of dollars are dis¬ 
tributed each year to applicants who take the 
time to do their research and present interesting 
grant requests. 

The most effective funding strategy for 
downtown revitalization is to attract dollars 
from the broadest number of sources possible. 
But, the most important part of the funding 
strategy is to use the funds wisely. Make them 
produce as effective results as possible. Then, 
tell the funding source what their investment 
produced. Show them results. 

City Council candidates have been discussing 
issues for several weeks. Which consider down¬ 
town revitalization important? What do they 
suggest needs to be done? Are they willing to 
make hard choices, and support them? You 
still have the opportunity to find out, ask 
them!

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Note: This is to he first in a series on 
novelist Margaret Drabble’s lecture at Occidental 
College last week. 

“There will always be an England,” 1 say 
to myself as 1 listen to British writer Margaret 
Drabble share about her writing process. She 
has met with much success since the publication 
of her first book, “A Summer Birdcage,” in 
1963. Since then, there have been 10 novels, 
short stories, a biography, and the editing of 
“The Oxford Companion to English Literature — 
5th Edition.” 

Her attractive appearance seems to me 
“typically English.” Simple and unadorned, 
her brown hair is straight, cut in a sort of 
page-boy. Her dress is flowered, reminding me 
of an English garden. In “Contemporary 
Authors,” she is described as “a personable, 
unpretentious woman. She has a wide intelligent 
face and cuts a neat, precise figure, scholarly 
rather then Bohemian.” 

1 see that this is true as she visits with 
students at Occidental College. She 
seems particularly generous and matter-of-fact 
about her success. “Every novel is a process of 
revelation,” she says about her own writing. 
“1 begin with a theme, a question to be answered, 
and proceed from there to answer it tnrough 
the novel.” 




There is a wonderful anticipation I feel 
in this room of college students. These are 
young people devoted to the creative writing 
process in a place and time that seems to pull 
against the slow sensitive subtlties of literature. 

Drabble shares her own educative roots: a 
Quaker Boarding School in York, England, 
Newnham College at Cambridge. Although she 
has been a teacher of literature, she has not 
taught writing. “They didn’t have writing pro¬ 
grams when 1 went to school, she tells us. 
“And what they have now is scattered through¬ 
out the country. You are not e.xactly encouraged,” 
she says drily. 

During her own university days, Cam¬ 
bridge was strongly under the influence of 
literary critic, F.R. Leavis. Writing standards 
were exceedingly high and greatness was re¬ 
served for the very few,” Drabble stated. 

Now, after having devoted five years to 
edit the 5th edition of the Oxford Companion 
to English Literature, Margaret Drabble has 
had her own influence upon English 
literatures literary greatness. .About the critics. 
Drabble commented, “Critics look tor pigeon¬ 
holes, labels that any future poet can fit into . . . 
Critics love and look for continuity, but he who 
lives with continuity alone cannot be a poet.”

vice to EMT-D or EMT’s 
who can defibrillate is 
good, but the optimal 
level of care is para¬ 
medic level care. Sur¬ 
vival from cardiac 
arrest with paramedics 
can be increased from 
20 percent to 40 percent. 
There are many other 
conditions such as severe 
asthma, allergic reac¬ 
tions, heart failure, seiz¬ 
ures, and diabetic reac¬ 
tions only to men¬ 
tion a few, that can 
only be addressed with 
medications given by 
paramedics prior to hos¬ 
pital care. In some of 
those conditions the 
care prior to the hospital, 
even if only a 7-10 minute 
ride to Methodist or St. 
Luke's can mean the 
difference between life¬ 
long disability and/or 
death or walking out of 
the hospital as you were 
before.

the porch to support the vine and a new house was 
built some 200 feet away. 

That is now the Feeney house and the vine ^ 
long since reached out to embrace it too. Only * 
rigorous trimming each year keeps it away from the '' 
structure. ^ 

In the ’40s, the vine showed signs of decline 
and the owner, Ida Lawless, who spent somewhere 
between $30,000 and $100,000 to brace the vine * 
and enhance the grounds, called in a “plant wiz¬ 
ard.” ' 

The wizard, according to archive accounts, * 

“put the vine to sleep” by placing dry ice, hor- * 
mones and ice water on the roots. The leaves yel- ^ 
lowed and fell off and the wizard returned with a 
“plant doctor kit,” including a huge soil auger, ^ 
outsized hypodermic needle, droppers and special 
plant vitamins and hormones. ^ 

He injected his “medicine” into the bark at var- f 
ious intervals and poured more into holes dug every - 
few feet throughout the root area. ^ 

Whatever the formula, it worked and the vine ‘ 
not only revived, but produced its best blossoms in ^ 
years. ' 

Maria Feeney says the vine again showed signs of ' 
distress in the ’60s. She and Marian Thayer Cook, l 
who had cared for the vine since 1956, first from ' 
the upper house and then the lower property, now < 
owned by the Solts, secured a botanist from Occi- I 
ental College who used a three foot hypodermic < 
needle to shoot Vitamin B into the soil. Bald J 
spots on the ancient trunks were sealed, and 
again the old lady rejuvenated and has been going ' 

strong ever since. ' 

The Feeneys and Solts both trim and fertilize, ' 

but not on the lavish scale of yesteryear. In the ’60s ' 

a ton of fertilizer was contributed by several fertilizer 
companies to pamper the giant plant. One “expert” 
said that with anything less than continuous pruning 
the branches would suffocate, and only constant 
care and therapy would prolong the vine’s tenure. 

The Feeneys, Solts and the old lady herself have 
proved, however, that she can thrive for years on end 
with reasonable and manageable care. 

Perhaps she senses that she is one of the seven 
horticultural wonders of the world and has set 
her sights on a 250 year reign. 

Note: A number of Sierra Madre organiza¬ 
tions have been in charge of different Wistaria 
Fetes over the years. The Sierra Madre Beautification 
Committee, a volunteer group appointed by the 
Sierra Madre Mayor for the purpose of furthering 
beautification and fostering preservation of the 
community’s heritage of beauty, has sponsored the 
Wistaria Fetes since 1984. 

This year 34 organizations, churches and 
schools are participating in the Fete, which 
includes Sierra Madre’s first home, the historic 
Richardson House, the notorious Lizzie’s Trail Inn 
Museum and Kersting Court where a 105-year-old 
pepper tree, planted in 1885 in the center of the vil¬ 
lage, still puts forth new branches and lacy green 
leaves each year, despite signs of decrepitude.

S & R Team, 

Fire Dept, vie 
for No. 108 

At a recent Sierra Madre City Council meeting 
Miner Harkness, who has long been known for his 
participation with the Search and Rescue Team, 
asked the council what would become of the 
L.A. County Station No. 108. 

He said, “Our liaison, (Mayor Pro Tern) 
George Maurer stated that the local fire department 
is interested in taking over that facility. So far as 
the team is concerned, it is not available . . . Please 
notify us immediately if any changes are being made 
and hear our voice of concern.” 

Harkness said that last year the team, which 
uses the facility for storing much of their equip¬ 
ment, went on 80 rescue missions, 25 in Sierra 
Madre “or within the boundaries of Sierra Madre.” 

He noted that they had gone to Yosemite, Se¬ 
quoia and the High Sierra and “have spent several 
thousand man hours on safety education.” 

He said, “We have raised $30,000 because we 
will probably participate in about 90 operations. 
There will be earthquake drills which are much like 
mountain resuce.” 

Harkness continued, “Concerning No. 108, the 
team has leased the station from the County Fire

Rev. Rosalind Brier, minister of the church, was 
next to speak in favor of the application. “We 
have received crank phone calls asking if Satan was 
there, we’ve been followed home by trucks, my car 
was broken into and we’ve been vandalized by graffiti. 

I didn’t think this happened in this country any¬ 
more. We are a small congregation. Yes, we may get 
larger, but when we do, that is by means of expanding 
to other branches in other cities, not in Sierra Madre.” 

Commissioner Hutchinson returned to ask if 
the applicants “could live with a condition on the 
numbers. The last thing we need is another success¬ 
ful church like Congregational that started out on a 
corner and is now a third of the way to Baldwin.” 
The applicant indicated that she could accept those 
terms. 

Robert Conrad, attorney for the Healing Light 
Church, addressed the commission on two main 
points. The first was the concern expressed by Billy 
Sullivan at The Bottle Shop about codes restricting 
liquor stores from locating within 600 feet of a church. 
Sullivan stated he had been to the ABC (Alcoholic 
Beverage Commmission) and they had informed him 
that license for alcoholic bev erage could be renewed 
but not transferred. .Accordingly, if Sullivan sold 
the store or transferred temporarily (as URM 
upgrade may mandate) he could lose his license. 
Conrad denied that this was true and stated that the 
law clearly allowed the transfer of the license, 
adding that the Healing Light Church had no ob¬ 
jections to any of the liquor-selling establishments 

Conrad’s second point addressed the fact that 
the residents really had no cause for complaint 
since any other use of the building would cause even 
more of an impact on their neighborhood. He 
tioned that there were “constitutional issues" 
rising under the first amendment, but that he and 


City .Attorney Charles Martin had agreed to suspend 
those issues until after decision of the commission. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer was the first 
to speak in opposition to the request as that portion 
of the meeting was opened. Speaking as a “citi¬ 
zen,” he voiced opposition to the project on an 
economic basis. “This use is not compatible with 
the area. W'e already are surrounded by churches at 
either end of the downtown district. The city spent 
thousands of dollars to generate the ERA report 
which targets this area for retail development, 
and to put another nonprofit entity there would be 
a detriment to the city. 1 believe this to be 180 
degrees out of line with the Main Street concept, 
regardless of the fact that they had ‘no objection.’ 
The attorney feels we are infringing on their consti¬ 
tutional right without a just cause. 1 feel that 
we have a perfectly good cause, the survival of our 
downtown district and tax base.” 

Maurer also noted that he had personally 
visited the current site of the church in Glendale 
and had not seen “as much as one person come 
from any of the restaurants or shops nearby" as 
they entered the building for class. 

Commissioner Jim Hester asked Maurer what 
the city had done to help Murphy to lease the build¬ 
ing. Maurer responded, “Much to my dismay, 
nothing. And I must apologize in part for that. But 
with proper work, some retail can go in there.” 

Commissioner John Watter reminded that “that 
is a main part of Main Street’s job.” 

Many residents from the Windsor Lane/Monte- 
cito Court area came protesting the noise, parking 
proDiems and impact that it would have on their 
"quiet residential neighborhood.” Chris Roberts 
also came forward with a petition signed by 52 
residents in the area, everyone in a 300 foot range 
that “was available to sign,” requesting denial of 
the application. 

During the rebuttal time, David Peddler, 


director of the church, spoke to the concern of the 
residents behind the old city hall. “These residents 
will have greater concern if anything else comes in. 
Our use is not unlike the office use that is/was 
there.” 

Commissioner Hester agreed with this point. 
“We keep hearing about the impact that it will 
cause the neighborhood behind. What if they put in 
a night club, health club, disco, anything. They 
could do that without any C.U.P. and then you 
would have no say as to that impact. Even a 
restaurant would impact you a lot more.” 

Rev. Brier was asked to give the exact specifics 
of the building’s occupancy. She stated that it was 
in operation 5 days from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
and on those five nights from 6:30 - 9:30 p.m. 
On three of those nights there would be 15 stu¬ 
dents and on two nights, 25 students. Daytime use 
is just regular office space and counseling, 
by appointment. 

Commissioner Hester asked if she would be willing 
to sign a covenant limiting her students to not 
more than 40 and be out of the building by 9:30 p.m. 
The applicant was agreeable to this suggestion. 

City Attorney Charles Martin asked the com¬ 
mission to make a motion with specific findings 
and evidence to support that finding that would 
hold up legally. Although the general consensus of 
the commission was to deny, sufficient evidence 
backing up their reasons was lacking. After delibera¬ 
tion and several withdrawn motions, the attorney 
recommended that he draft two resolutions, one to 
grant the use and one to deny, each backed with 
evidence obtained from the minutes of the meeting. 
At a time to be designated, the commission would 
then meet to decide which resolution to adopt. 
No public hearing would be held at that time. 

Three public hearings for variances on the agenda 
were approved, a side yard variance at 470 N.

Department for over 10 years. For the past several 
years we have had office and team equipment 
there. Our equipment is worth over $150,000 plus 
the vehicles. No. 108 is our staging area.” 

Last year, he said, “we met with Chief Tracy 
and he said the fire department was not interested.” 

Sierra Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy sent The News 
a statement concerning the issue and it follows: 

“At this time, the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment has no plans to utilize the former L.A. County 
Station No. 108 which is presently being occupied 
by the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team. How¬ 
ever, should the building volume continue to increase 
in both the upper and tower canyon areas, coupled 
with the much discussed hillside development, con¬ 
sideration would be given to requesting the Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Team’s permission to 
iiouse’ an engine in their facilities. 

“An existing engine presently housed at our 
Sierra Madre Blvd. station would be relocated to 
the Search and Rescue Team’s Station and used as a 
first responder to the canyon areas on the east 
side of the city and the proposed hillside addition 
areas. It is important to note that the fire depart¬ 
ment would not be requesting the city to purchase 


another engine to be pl^^in'ttie Search and Res¬ 

cue Team’s station. 

“We would be reallocating our existing ap¬ 
paratus between two stations. In addition, should 
this situation arise, we would only request permission 
to house the engine at this location. We would not 
conduct any day-to-day operations out of this 
facility.” 

Tracy continued, “You will recall that George 
Maurer during his campaign for a City Council seat 
stated that during a live television candidate’s 
night debate (of which the fire department has a 
videotape) that the present fire station is not geo¬ 
graphically desireable to the east side of the city as 
it is not centrally located within the city’s boundaries. 

“Separately, the mayor and the City Council 
have discussed the possibility of the sale of the 
Canyon Station which is used merely for storage, 
primarily for the old 1944 Seagrave engine which is 
a historical vehicle that was at one time a first 
responding city of Sierra Madre engine. Should the 
City Council decide to sell the Canyon Station due 
to its high real estate value, an alternate storage 
site would have to be provided. The Canyon Sta¬ 
tion is not utilized as a responding station due to its 
accessibility problems, the lack of available parking 
and the fact that it is in a quiet residential 
area removed from any main thoroughfares. This 
station has not been utilized as a responding sta¬ 
tion for close to 20 years.”

Origin of Indian jacket 
echoes back to Idaho 


By Harry Martin 

1 made my first 
trip to the Bar-,X Ranch 
in central Idaho in Octo¬ 
ber, 1945. It was a beauti¬ 
ful log cabin resort, with 
every modern amenity, 
but most of all, true hos¬ 
pitality and friendship. 
Deer, bear, mountain 
goat am. .-Ik were all 
within walking distance 
of the house. 

I went each year through 
1951, always enjoying 
success in bunting and 
reveling in the scenery 
and counting the days 
until I could come back. 

The deer and elk skins 
for the jacket shown were 
procured in October, 
1949. The deer, a real 
monster, was taken 
near the ranch 
house. The elk was 
shot at the headwaters 
of the Middle Fork of 
the Salmon River, the 
“River of No 
Return.” It had been 
given that name by the 
Indians who noted 
that anyone who 
fell into the ragng 
waters never was seen 
again. 

After the hunt, my 
wife, Pluma, and I 
stayed with some old 
friends in Blackfoot, 
Idaho, and at the same 
time made arrange¬ 
ments with an Indian 
woman whom Pluma 
had known of in former 
days, to turn the skins 
into a jacket of her 
own design. 


She tanned the hides, 
cured the leather and 
made the entire jacket 
by hand, including 
sewing hundreds of beads 
by hand in her own 
patterns. It was delivered 
to us 10 months later, 
so the jacket will soon 
be 40 years old. 

It is the only one 
of its kind in existence, 
and will be placed in an 
Indian museum some 
time this year. It repre¬ 
sents a period of life, a 
saga in many ways, 
that we shall never 
forget.

Bank of Monrovia thriving 


Bank of Monrovia 
reported a 51 percent 
jump in earnings for 
1989 compared to the 
prior year. Net earn¬ 
ings for the year ended 
Dec. 31, were $644,500, 
up from $430,500 earned 
in 1988. Earnings per 
share for 1989 were 
$2.56 compared with 
$1.71 for the prior 
year. 

The increased earn¬ 
ings boosted the bank’s 
return on average assets 
to 1.88 percent, well 


above the 1 percent 
return on assets that 
most banks strive to 
achieve. Rated by anal¬ 
ysts as one of the out¬ 
standing banks in Cali¬ 
fornia, Bank of Mon¬ 
rovia also reflected a 
24.2 percent retun on av¬ 
erage equity in 1989. 

Assets at the five- 
year-old bank climbed 
5 percent to $35.2 mil¬ 
lion from $33.5 million 
at year end 1988. Sig¬ 
nificantly, outstanding 
loans increased 61 per¬ 
cent to $25.5 million 


from $15.8 million. The 
bank currently has no 
non-performing loans 
in its portfolio. 

At year end, share¬ 
holders’ equity was 
$3.0 million, or $11.90 
per share, compared with 
$2.3 million, or $9.33 per 
share at year end 1988. 
On -Jan. 18, 1990 the 
board of directors an¬ 
nounced that it had de¬ 
clared a 25 percent stock 
dividend to shareholders 
of record on Feb. 16, 
to be distributed on Feb. 
26.
